The first holds that 
they are colonies of the lowest forms of 
animal life, and if this opinion be deemed 
worthy of acceptance then our sponges 
will be set down among that collection of 
animal groundlings known to science as 
the protcffoa. 


Here are grouped all the lowest animal 


organisms, including the chalk animal- 
cules, the arnceba animalcules and the 
like, and tho sponge in this view of things 
is a kind of compound amoeba. This last 
is an animalcule always on the move, its 
body composed of a speck of living matter 
that flows from one shape to another as it 
moves through the world it finds in a wa- 
ter drop.

support of that government. 


The 15 per c-eiit tariff is to continue 


only until the Porto Rieans can pnt an- 
other system of taxation for local pur- 
poses in operation. All of the i*>uey col- 
lected iu tho interim is to be applied up- 
on the government and upon schools and 
in other «":iys for the benefit of the peo- 
ple of the island. 


Conferee* Agree on Tariff Bill. 


The conferees on the Porto Rican ap- 


propriation bill have agreed xipoa a com- 
promise measure. The senate conferees 
receded from the senate amendment lim- 
iting the appropriation to the revenues 
collected on Porto Rican importations- uu- 
trl t!»p l>t of last January aud restored 
the clause in the house bill applying to 
futnie revenues reading as follows: 


'•Together with any further customs 


revenues collected on importations from 
Portt* Kico since Jan. 1. 1900, or-t-hat- 
sbjil! hereafter be collected under existing 
law." 


The provision in the senate amendment 


specifying the purpose foi- which the 
money shall be used is retained, but an 
addition is made fleclaring specifically 
that it shall be for t"he "aid tmd relief of 
the I'orto Rieans. 


The bill as agreed upon reads as fol- 


lows: 


"That the sum of ?2,095,-t55, beinjr the 


amount of customs revenue received on 
importations by the United States from 
Porto Rico since the evacuation of Porto 
Rico by the Spanish forc-f-s on the ISth 
day of October. 1898, to the 1st of Janu- 
ary, 1900. together with any further cus- 
toms revenue collected on importations 
from Porto Rico since the 1st of January. 
1VJOO. «.r that shall hereafter be- collooted 
under existing law. shall be placed at the 
disposal of the president to be used for 
the government now existing and which 
may hereafter be established in Porr-o 
Rico and-for the aid and relief of the 
people thereof aud for public education, 
public works aud other governmental aud 
public purposes therein until otherwise 
provided by law, and the revenues herein 
referred to already collected and'to be 
collected under existing law are hereby 
appropriated 
for the purposes herein 


specified out of any moneys in the treas- 
ury uot otherwise appropiiated."

No man was deserving a lettre do cachet 
who had not proved a danger to the state 
or who had not superfluously insulted the 
monarch of his court. It was indeed a 
form of ostracism, this removal for awhile 
from the dangers and anxieties of common 
life, and honor dictated that the victims 
of a courtly system should be well fed and 
kindly treated.

France owes, among other dignities, her 
famous academy, first devoted, the Bastille 
to the reception of moon venierr; opponents, 
and from the reign of Louis XIII the cele- 
brated fortress became the luxurious pris- 
on of a powerful aristocracy, 


When Bassompierre passed across the 


drawbridge in 1681, he complains that he 
was permitted no other attendants tba» 
two valets and a cook, and ^henceforth no 
rich noble need depend for his comfort 
either upon his own exertion or the faulty 
attention of unwilling ]a/ilers. Money 
could buy within all the luxury that it 
bought without, and shouii a poor man 
stray within the impenetrable walls the 
king was so eager to pro ve^ his hospitality 
that he instantly allowed hnm a reasonable 
pension.

Not a few prisoners ware able to feed 


and clothe themselves like* gentlemen and 
then to saye a comfortable sum out of the 
money allowed them byftheir sovereign. 
The rooms in which they were confined 
were lofty and well airedi.

grounds. The exact presence of the fish is 
determined by an oily substance on the 
surface of the water and also by a consid- 
erable quantity of little scales, which give 
the water a metallic appearance In calm 
weather, as soon as tho captain has his 
boat immediately over the shoal, he low- 
ers his nets, and two men of the crew, 
with great oars, work steadily to keep the 
boat stationary, while the others lower 
the nets. Standing at the stern of the 
boat, the captain throws the chum over- 
board. This chum is a bait made of the 
eggs of the codfish, and it keeps the fish 
in tho desired place. A spot that is ivell 
baited in this way is called larden in 
French, and the casting of the chum is 
called a bailer. 


In A tew moments, if the fish are plenti- 


ful, new quantities of scales float upon the 
surface, and the net itself is agitated by 
the struggles of tbe immense number of 
fish. Then it is lifted, and while the sails 
are again hoisted and the boat pointed for 
shore the men of the crew shake the net* 
and toss the fish upon tbe deck. 


A curious thing about this kind of fish- 


ing is that one rarely sees a living sardine

molnrus. 


This mystery unfortunately I am unable 


to^olvo, and lam quite at a loss to un- 
derstand how tho error originated. It is 
all the inoro inexplicable in that the vera- 
cious Captain Robert Knox, in his "His- 
torical Relation of the Island Ceylon," 
published in 1681, gives*"on page 29 a de- 
scription of the python, under its proper 
name of pimberah (Cinhalese pimbura, 
from pnnb, to hiss or blow). As a Dutch 
translation of Knox's work appeared at 
Utrecht in 1693 and seems to have had a 
v\i«V circulation, the error should have 
been easily detected and corrected.—Notes 
and Queries.

Venice In Drying Up. 


Venice without its waters would bo ft 


far less picturesque place than it actually 
is. And such a state of affairs, we are led 
to behove, may eventually come about. 
Tho regular increase in tho delta of tho 
Po has been studied by Professor Mari- 
nelli. Comparison of the Austrian map 
of about 1S2S with tho records of surveys 
made in recent years shows that the mean 
annual increase binoo 1823 bus been about 
throo-tonths of a square mile, and from all 
known data it appuiirs that tho total in- 
crease during six centuries has been about 
108 square miles. 


The increase is continuing, and the 


gulf of Venice is doomed in time to dis- 
appear.

ally ^ets about half a gallon of wine for 
himself and hia crow. 


During tho sardine season about 300 


women and 50 men anxiously await the 
arrival of tho first boats. When the news 
arrives thut tho boats have their welcome 
cargoes, tho women in their picturesque 
costumes rush to tha cannery, and each 
take* her place in tho great room where 
the fish undergo their first preparation 
Hero the sardines are spread upon the table 
and sprinkled with salt. Then they are 
cleaned, uud when that operation is fin- 
ished they aro sorted by little boys accord- 
ing to their size and carried into another 
part of the establishment, where they are 
put in ploklo. 


Tho length of time required by this 


operation vavis^ according to the size of 
the fish. After this tho fish are washed 
uud placed, ono by ono, with great care 
upon wire nets, called grlls and put out 
to dry in tho open air. 
If tho weather is 


wet or even foggy this operation becomes 
impossible, and the fish spoil and become 
worthless except for fertilizing. 


This serious inconvenience has been 


avoided lately by tho construction of a 
mechanical drier, a sort of immense ven- 
tilator run by powerful machinery. For a 
few moments the sardines arc exposed to 
a strong current of air, aud immediately 
afterward, while still upon tho grils, they 
are plunged in to tanks ot boiling olivo oil. 
This bath lasts from three toflvo minutes, 
according to tho size of the flsh. After this 
cooking the sardines, still upon the grlls, 
are left to cool, nnd when cold tho work of 
placing them iu boxes is begun. That 
work is done by special fomalo employees 
The boxes aro carried to the oiling room, 
where the last manipulation consists of 
filling them with oil. It Is in this part of 
tho establishment that tho tomnto sauce 
and tho fiplcos are placed in tha boxes 
which give to tho French preparation of 
sardines their universal renown. Then 
tho boxes are closed. 
Little wagons run- 


ning on tramways bring tho boxes to tho 
soldering room, whoro about !JO workiuun 
with soldering irons seal up tho boxes. 


Iu order to destroy the microbes tho 


boxes aro plunged into boiling water and 
allowed to roiimln thero during the timo 
prescribed in tho formula. 
\Vhon taken 


from the wator, they ore dried In ttawdust 
and finally 1 impeded When tho boxos are 
all pronounctid good, thoy are put into 
on»e« of 100 one h nnd it lain thin way that 
thoy reach tho consumers.

It has been said that the natives of un- 


civilized or eemieiviUzed countries bad no 
sense of humor. A knowledge of their 
habits upsets this theory altogether. The 
Australian aborigine* indulge in a form 
of entertainment known as the "coro- 
boree," which is probably unequaled in 
the world for weird and fantastic effect. 
Ic it given on various occasions for pubiio 
rejoicing, such as a victory over a hostile 
tribe, tlio killing of a large number of 
snakes, etc. It generally begins at dusk 
and does not end till dawn. This is the 
way it is done: 


A large bonfire is lighted on an open 


spape, around which the whole tribe col- 
lects—of course at a respectable distance. 
The dancers, who are always men, now 
retire to a neighboring bush to dress up, 
> 


or rather to put on their war paint. This : 
is done literally, chalk, charcoal and ocher 
being freely used for the purpose. Then , 
they emerge from the bush and strike up \ 
an attitude in front of the fire, as a sort of 
tableau vivant, to the great astonish- 
ment of the crowd. 
Then they retire 
> 


again for a few minutes arid come out in 
a new rig out. 


This is only a preliminary. In the ac- 


tual performance the men emerge in twos i 
and threes — dancing the while to the ao- | 
oompaniment of a couplo of boomerangs 
rattled together by a player in front — and 
enter the ring In full view of the spect»- 
tora. There they sing and dance, at first 
In a slow, melancholy, dreamy chant, then 
in a fierce, wild roar of triumph, to por- 
tray their various passions in love and 
war. 
Sometimes eaoh gives his own ver- 


sion of affairs independently, and some- 
times all dance together to illustrate some 
event of a national character. 


When the interest of the spectators be- 


gins to flag, all the dancers vanish simul- 
taneously into the bush for awhile. Sud- 
denly one creeps out mysteriously and be- 
gins to mimio the actions, tone of voice, 
etc.. of some public personage in the tribe 
who happens to be among the spectators. 
Then the others come out and follow suit, 
surrounding their unfortunate victim and 
irritating him by every menu* in their 
ixnver, to the huge delight of the crowd, 
for this is a privileged 'occasion and in 
the absence of newspaper critics in the 
land a public opportunity for paying off 
old scores against their leading politicians. 


The more the culprit objects awl loses 


his temper the more they torment him 
and mako him miserable — till suddenly 
they transfer their attention to some titlier 
person whom they also consider fair game. 
Thus do- the savages of Australia, who are 
the savagest of all savages, enjoy them- 
selves at the expense of their brethren. 


Itinerant performers aro common in the 


east An Egyptian bear dancer goes about 
from house to house with a large and 
healthy looking bruin. 
Through the 


beast's nose is a ring to which is tied ,a 
rope, -and he is compelled to go through a 
series of dances and awkward perform- 
ances. 
> His claws aro clipped. 


The ' 'bunder wallah, ' ' or monkey dancer 


of" India, is always a favorite with the 
putillc. His stock in trade consists of two 
monkey's (a male and u female), a he goat 
and a bundle containing colored rags, 
bells, heads and other odds and ends. The 
two monkeys are first made to douce, skip. 
vault, tarn somersaults, etc.; theu as« re- 
ward for their skill they are solemnly mar- 
ried to each other 
The female is dressed 


up in gorgeous rags, with bells, beads ami- 
other ornaments, and tho marriage cere- 
mony performed over tho pair by tho 
trainer. The rite varies according to local 
custom, but ends in every case in a tri- 
umphal ride for the bridegroom on the 
goat, leaving the bride disconsolate on the 
ground. 
Sometimes the goat is mado to 


glveanindependentexhibifcion, which gen- 
erally enfta in his having to stand on four 
pieces of wood, one on top of another, and 
each no more than two inches in diameter. 
This serves to bring down the house, and 
often the goat with it. 


In India are tho snako charmers nnd 


jugglers famous the world over. In Japan 
expert street tumblers are common. 


In Khiva an exhilarating sport is tho 


mm fight. The two rams are taken 20 or 
80 feet apart and then let go 
They seism 


to recognize in eaoh other their natural 
antagonist. So with bent head they rush 
furiously on and meet in tho middle with 
a Cerrifio crash. 
One would imagine that 


any skull would be smashed by such a col 
lision; not so, However, with, theso rams. 
They aro merely dazed for a moment, and 
immediately separated, so to speak, by 
their respective bottle holders. After a 
little rubbing down they are started afresh, 
with the sumo result, and so on, the 
con test continuing till one or other skull is 
cracked and the unfortunate beast rolls 
over. 
In tho middle of a sort of raised 


platform is the local magnate, who usual- 
ly presides on these occasions. 


In India circus performers stroll from 


house to housoand exhibit their skill upon 
the slightest pretense. A ,long polo is 
placed on tho ground and held in position 
by four guy ropes. It carries two hori- 
zontal bars near the top for the support of 
the performers. That is all, the whole 
structure requiring about five minutes to 
rig up. Then the show begins 


One of the performers steps forward, 


salaams to tho spectators and starts tum- 
bling about the ground with various con- 
tortions, chanting the whilp in a weird 
monotone to tho accompaniment of a tam- 
tam. 
Then he jumps up, climbs up the 


polo and goes through u fevfc more tricks 
on the horizontal bar. 
In the meantime 


another player steps forward and logins 
a game of his own. Being generally dis- 
guised in n fantastic manner, with feath- 
ers, skins, etc., he causes much merri- 
ment by his ludicrous, mimicry of birds 
and animals, and thereby starts a shower 
of coppers from the bystanders. Then he 
throws off his disguise, does a few more 
antics on the ground, and finally climbs 
up the pole to join his colleague. There 
the two go through a few evolutions, 
while perhaps a third performer begins on 
the ground. 


In China a regular Punch and Judy 


show in a common street amusement. On 
high days and holidays the heathen China- 
man gives himself up entirely to enjoy- 
ment. 
All business is Inid aside for the 


moment, and nothing nhort of a bombard- 
ment of their town' by a foreign fleet 
would Induce them to give up their fun 
for the day. Consequently thousands of 
plgtalled pleasure seeker*, attired 
in 


gorgeous flowing robes, nre to bo s«on on 
such occasions promenading the street and 
stopping now and Again to on joy tho por- 
tormanow of thaw tmvuUnit nhowmon.

To the ethnologist a savage is a forest 


dweller. 
In common coin-option the sar- 


age is a brutal person whose chief delight 
is in taking scalps. Sometimes the i>ylrau 
juan i* cruel, but eviiu utilized men are 
sometimes cruel, writes .Major John W- 
Powell in The Forum. 


Savagery la a status of culture to the 


ethnologist, who, recognizes four such 
stages, of which savagery U the lowest. 
In tribal society people are grouped or 
regimented in bodies of kindred. 
A Tribe 


is a group of people haviuj; a common 
name. 
Suppose that a tribe sprint;* from 


four persons — viz, a brother and sister be- 
longing to one clan and n brother and sis- 
ter Lx-lou£ing to another cljui uud lime 
each of the nnsn marrlis> I ho ether's siste-r. 
J jet ui call ono of our cians "wolf" ami 
the oilier 'Siajjle." Tho wolf man married 
tho tatgle woiimii, aud the eaglu man mar- 
ries the wolf woman. This is the. first 
generation of a tribe composed of two 
clans, the man and his wife, belonging to 
different clans. The four persons belong 
to two clans and constitute two families. 
Let us supijose that each couple has four 
children — uvo boys and two girls. 
They 


will belong to two dans. The children of 
tho wolf mother will belong to the wolf 
clan and the children of the eagle mother 
to the eat;le clan. 


This is the second generation. Then 


four people of the second generation and 
two of the first generation belong to the 
wolf clan, and four of the second genera- 
tion and two of the first generation belong 
to the eagle clan. Thus we see that clans 
do not correspond to what in modern cul- 
ture we call the family. The husband and 
wife belong to different clan.-,, and the 
children' !>elong to the clan of the mother. 
The mother, not t!ie father, owns the 'chil- 
dren, and 'the husband is but the guest of 
his wife, not the head of the household. 


Suppose that each man of the second 


generation marries a woman of that gen- 
eration 'who belongs to a different clan, 
and that each pair has four children — two 
boys and -two girl» These children con- 
stitute the third generation. The children 
belong to' the clan of the mother 
There 


are now three generations of people in 
each -<!lan, nnd every ntorher claims her 
owti children as-members of her olan. The 
head of the family is the mother, but the 
head of lbn clai) is the grandmother's 
brother." A'lw»ys*tb« elder man of the 
clan is the ruler of the clan, and tho wom- 
an is thp family ruler of her children. 


We may go ou froni the hypothetical be- 


ginning of a tribe through successive gen- 
erations, »ud 6011 the ruler fif the ulan 
will be the elder man of the clan, and will 
govern npt his chOdren and their descend- 
ants, but his sistprss children and their 
descendants. 
TVe may therefore define it 


clan as a group of kindred people whose 
kinship is reckoned onlythrough females 


A clan always has a name, which is 


called the totem, and tho object from 
which it is named is in like mauner called 
its totem. Thus in the two clans which 
we have considered the wolf and the eagle 
are respectively called the totems of the 
clan. The totem derives great considera- 
tion in savage society. It is usually some 
heast, bird or insect, or some important 
plant, such as the corn or the tobacco, or it 
may be the wind, the rain, the dawn or the 
sunshine. The totem of the clan is con- 
sidered to be the progenitor or prototype of 
the clan. The people of the wolf clan 
claim to. have • descended from the wolf, 
tht! people of tho eagle clan from the eagle, 
tho people of the wind clan from tho wind, 
and the people of tho sun clan from the 
sun. Tho totem is also tho tutelar deity 
of tho clan.

DO FISHES SLEEP? 


Expert BlacVforU Suy» T-en — They 


Can AIno Close Their Eyen. 


"Do fishes sleep, and how?" 
This question was addressed to Eugene 


G. Blackford, formerly flsh commissioner 
of New York state. His acquaintance with 
fish began when he was very young, and 
at tho present time he is a recognized au- 
thority all ovpr the world. 


"Certainly they sleep," was Mr. Black- 


ford's response. "They sleep suspended in 
the water, with their eyes wide open. 1 
have seen them do it often 
I have many 


fish in tanks with glass fronts and can 
watch them. Sometimes I seo a fish sus- 
pended in the water keeping perfectly still 
for half an hour at a time, and then I con- 
clude that he is asleep. He does not even 
uove a fin at such times, and the motion 
of the gills is barely perceptible.

RATHER MATTER OF FACT. 


How to Make Luminous Paint. 


Get u fow good oyster shells and thor- 


oughly clnan them, after which insert 
them into a clear fire for 30 minutes or so 
When cold, hammer them into a powder, 
rejecting all parts that aro not white, for 
the gray portions aro totally useless for 
your purpose. 
Then put layers of this 


powder, alternating with flowers of sul- 
phur, into a crucible and seal up the lid, 
which may be done by moans of a paste 
made of sand nnd beer. An hour'.s bak- 
ing on a good lire will follow next. When 
quite cold, remove tho contents of the cru- 
oiblo and muke up into a paint with gum 
water. 
Two or three coats of this on auy 


uvtiolo will make such painted surface 
luminous for many hours after dark, but 
it is understood that it must be exposed to 
daylight previously iu order that it may 
bo able to store up the phosphorescence 
which it yields later.—Nuggeta.

AVhnt Become* of PI tin. 


An old gentleman in the north of Lon- 


don has been making a series of interest- 
ing experiments with a view to finding a 
solution to the question often asked, 
"What becomes of the countless myriads 
of pins, etc., that are annually lost?" 


• As he expected, he finds that it is the dis- 


integrating effects of the air which resolve 
even these intractable little instruments 
into their elements. He put some hun- 
dreds of brass and steel pins, needles, hair- 
pins, etc.. in a quiet corner of his garden, 
•where they would be subject to all the de- 
structive agencies of dampness, earth, 
wind, etc., although secure from the pred- 
atory hands and disturbing feet of iuquis- 
itive intruders 


The results are curious. Ordinary hair- 


pins were the first (taking 154 days on an 
average) to oxidize into a brownish rust— 
ferrous oxide—which was scattered by the 
wind tvs it was formed, aud nob a trace of 
a single one could be detected at the end 
of seven months. Common bright pins 
took as long as 18 months before their 
combustion was complete, but brass ones 
had been entirely turned into green verdi- 
gris long before that. 


Polished steel needles of a small size 


lasted a very lon# time (over two years 
and a half), but a black load pencil proved 
itself to be practically indestructible, both 
cedar and plumbago bein^ almost as good 
as when new. even though harder things 
had quite rotted.—London Standard.

Whether a, man be really dead or not 


may be read in tho veins of tlio eye. This 
important discovery has been made by an 
eminent American oculist. 


There has alxvays been a widespread, 


haunting fear among people of being 
buried alive, and the new discovery will 
remove this fear. 


The doctor's experiments began EO:IIO 30 


years ago. 
Ho had observed that in life 


the veins and arteries of tho retina have 
distinct differences in color. 
The veins 


contain a dark, blackish blood, while the 
arteries contain bright crimson. At the 
back part of tho eyeball these two shades 
of blood may be scon under the light of 
the ophthalmoscope dividing tho retina. 
Even in the case of tho blind this distinc- 
tion in shade may bo soon unless of course 
an opaque film has formed over the injur- 
ed eyes or the eyes have been entirely de- 
stroyed. 


In death, however, the shade distinction 


entirely disappears. The blood in both 
arteries and veins is transformed into a 
pinkish color of uniform shade. 


An exhaustive examination has been 


mado and this simple test has never failed. 
In the case of suspended animation where 
others had pronounced death he observed 
the shade distinction and saved tho man 
from being buried alive.
